INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 

The applicant haa, after having received the international search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
international application, ft should however be emphasized thai, einoe all parte of the international application (olaima, 
description and drawings) maybe amended during tho international preliminary examination procedure, tliere b usually 
no need 10 file amendments of the claims under Article 1 3 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the laner to De published 
tor me purposes, ol provisional pretention or has anomer reason tor amending the clams before international pbulicatlon. 
Furthermore, it should be emphasized that provisional protection * available in some Stales only. 

What porta of the International application may be emended?

It should be noted. howevBMhat the amendments will be considered 
as having been received on time if they am nsneivari hy the* Intamatinnal Ri tmm ■ afW tho oxnsrotlnn nf the 
applicable time limit but before the completion of the technical preparation* for international publication 
(Bule4C.1). 



Wlwre rvot to fire the amendments? 



The amendments may only be filed with tha International Bureau and not with the rocorvino Office or the 
• International Searching Authority (Rule 46.2).

Wliore a claim is 
cancelled, no renumbering of the other claims is required. In ail cases wnere dalme are renumDefed, lhay must 
t» renumbered oonaactitiveiy lAornintstraiive Instructions, Section 205(b)). 

The amendments must be made in the language In which the International application is to be published. 

Whet documents must/may accompany the amendment! ?
